PRESIDENT EZRA TAFT BENSON 

Ezra Taft Benson became the 13th world 
President of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints on Nov. 10,1985, climax¬ 
ing a career of long-standing church lead¬ 
ership. Pres. Benson was sustained to his 
position as 'prophet, seer and revelator, 
and President of the Church,” at a reor¬ 
ganization meeting of the Council of the 
Twelve held in the Salt Lake Temple, He 
succeeded President Spencer W. Kimball. 

As church president he presides over six 
million members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints worldwide. 

President Benson was ordained to the apos- 
tleship on Oct. 7, 1943 and served 12 years 
as president of the Council of the Twelve. 

President Benson is a great-grandson of 
Apostle Ezra T. Benson, one of the original 
pioneers who entered the Salt Lake Valley 
with Brigham Young on July 24, 1847. 
He has served the Church in many capaci¬ 
ties and also was, for eight years, United 
States Secretary of Agriculture during the 
Eisenhower administration. 

President Benson has also received, during 
his busy and productive life, a total of 11 
honorary degrees* 

His parents were among the early settlers 
of Southern Idaho where in the small town 
of Whitney he w r as born August 4, 1899- 
As a young man he was active in Scouting, 
Priesthood work, and in the Church auxil¬ 
iary organizations* He attended the Oneida 
Stake Academy, Preston, Idaho, and later 
the Utah State Agricultural University at 
Logan. 


Married to Elora Smith Amussen, he is the 
father of six children — two sons, Reed 
and Mark; and four daughters, Barbara, 
Beverly, Bonnie and Beth.

Porter Rockwell Story Told by Descendant Golden Spike Ritual 


by Bertram T. Willis 

John W. Rockwell, great-great- 
grandson of Orrin Porter Rockwell, 
gave an unusual account of his 
famous ancestor on April 3, 1986 at 
the dinner meeting of the SUP Salt 
Lake Chapter. 

Orrin was born in 1813 and his 
family moved to Palmyra, New 
York a year before Joseph Smith’s 
family. Both he and Joseph had 
childhood operations on their legs 
which caused them to limp 
throughout their lives. This helped 
create a lasting bond between them. 
He was present at the Church’s 
organization as its youngest 
member, but could not be recogniz¬ 
ed as one of the legal founders, as he 
was then only 16. 

He first tasted persecution as a 
youthful ferryman who was forced 
at gunpoint to help mobbers cross 
the river. Thereafter he was always 
armed and practiced until he 
became a crack shot. He repeatedly 
showed his loyalty to the Prophet 
Joseph, who promised him that as

long as he remained loyal and did 
not cut his hair, no bullet or knife 
would harm him. Much later while 
on a gold mining mission for the 
Church in California he met a 
widow who had lost her hair from 
an illness. He cut his hair and gave it 
to her for a wig. 

He was unable to join the Mor¬ 
mon Battalion because he had been 
arrested and imprisoned for 
shooting Frank Wardle, ringleader 
of the mob that shot the Prophet. 
He was released several months later 
for lack of evidence and followed 
Brigham Young to Winter Quarters 
and became the chief scout for the 
advance pioneer company in 1847. 

He reported the first miracle that 
occurred in Salt Lake Valley, after 
going swimming in the Great Salt 
Lake with one of the pioneer blacks 
who turned white as he dried. 

He continued to serve as a deputy 
marshal, which brought many ex¬ 
citing episodes and legal authority 
for his numerous killings which he 
claimed were always in self-defense. 



The Box Elder Chapter officers 
and members have listed several 
challenging goals for the year which 
should stimulate interest not only 
with the membership, but with the 
communities of the area as well.
